TAXING CAPITAL STOCK. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Sr. Lours Arsenal, Mo.. April 15.—In my so- 
journ here for a day's reat, lam fortunate enough 
to have just received last Friday's Tune, in 
which I find your second article on ‘‘ Taxing Capi- 
tal Stock,. Because of the subject, and because 
my name is sprinkled in. lam moved to say a few 
words, but on account of circumstances mast dis- 
claim any atten pt to reply in fal) to your elaborate 
argumente and illustrations. ith your leave I 
will do so at a more convenient season. 

This ws sey stock question in the General Assem- 
bly assumes two forms: 

1. In Senate bill 114, to open a new door by leg- 
ielation for the fighting railroads to evade a large 
share, at least, of their back taxes for 1873, 1874, 
and 1875, which the State and Federal courts have 
aflirined to be legal and binding. 

2. By Hanna's Revenue bili to repeal the law for 
taxing capital stock in the futare. 

In your two articles you aseail capital stock tax- 
ation without very clearly stating whether the 
purpose is merely to change the law eo as not to 
tax capital stock in the future, or to couple With 
this a law to wipe out such back taxes under ex- 
isting laws to all the railroads which have resisted 


payment. 
The two propositions involve quite distinct 


One is to change the law for the future; 
the other is to nullify the law forthe past. 1 de- 
sire to speak to this division of the question. 

1. The 33, O00. 000 of enjoined railroad taxes was 
legally assessed under valid laws, and 1s now due 
the people. The courte so decide, and I steadily 
vote against a law designed to give them a new 
chance. to evade payment. In Sonnection with 
this, from examination, I can say that I believe 
the railroads were not taxed excessively in com- 
parison with Other property during the three 
years in question. The law of 1872, 
under which capital stock is assessed, af 
fected various other interests. Before that the 
farmer was allowed deductions for debts on his 
stock. This law cut of his deductions. There is 
complaint, but while it is the law it cannot be 
nullified. Let the same rule of obedience be ap- 
plied to corporations. 

2. Shall the law for taxing capitel stock now be 
repealed?! is the second phase of the question. I 
say no, becanse laws ought not to be changed fre- 
quently, and before their merits are tested. The 
State has struggled turee years with powerful cor- 
porations to vindicate the validity of this law. The 
fruits of this long contest are just now to be 
gathered. and the law should stand that we may 
sce its operation when freed from factions opposi- 
tion. Its justice and expediency can better be 
judged after the smoke of battle clears away. 
But you may class me with those ‘* fanatics ”’ 
who believe with the courts that this kind of taxa- 
tion is legal, and has some foundation in justice. 

You hold otherwise. Some of your Illustrations 
are not true to facts; some of your statements 
convey ngf quite the truth. 1 quote the following 
from you? article: 

The law assumes that capftal in the hands of an in- 
corporated company must havea dual character and 
value. It assumes that where two or more men become 
incorporated under the statute, and issue to themselves

Suppose this $25,000 of debt was incurred be- 
cause of loss of property or business. This fact 
would depreciate the cash value of the stock at 
least this amount, and there would be only the 
$50, 000 of tangibles to be assessed. If a — 
was prosperous enough to make the stock worth 2 
per cent above par, the estabiishment would be 
assessed on the excess of capital stock, but the in- 
tui ut ion would not be assessed on more than itis 
worth to geil.

the subject. I have endeavored to give some 
reason for my position, and shall feel under obli- 
gations to you for showing up 21 errors.

The call“ difficulty is still the subject of much 
discussion in commercial circles, notwithstanding 
the counter excitement over the subject of war in 
the Orient. The opening of the Exchange hall 
at half past2 o'clock gives intense dissatisfac- 
tion to many of the members of the Board of Trade, 
and that feeling is understood to beshared by 
some of the Directors. The effect will probably be 
to still further widen the breach between the con- 
tending parties. The leaderof the opposition is 
reported to have made large offers of grain on 
the sidewalk out of hours,” with a view 
to test the resvilation of members, and is under- 
stood to be very anxious to extend the hours of 
trading. Meanwhile the new organization is under- 
stood to be under headway, preparing to commence 
business with the opening of the coming month. 
It is matter for sincere regret that there should be 
any division or diversion. The Board of Trade 
ought to be ample enough to afford scope for all 
the trading in pfoduce for which there is any need; 
but it seems nowasif long- suppressed inetincts 
will at last prevail. It is near swarming time. 

At the meeting of the Call Board yesterday after- 
noon the President and Board of Directors offered 
their resignation, which was not accepted, the 
malcontents joming in the negative vote. From 
present appearances the Board will, however, go 
to pieces unless a compromise be effected, as the 
rooms are held by the men who favor a grain 
call, and a good many of the members have 
refrained from paying their annual dues. It 
was thought possible that another attempt will 
be made to comvromise on the plan of calling grain 
back as well as forwards, and also to call rates for 
changing from one month to another. There is 
still another talk to the effect that the street 
commission men will join the new organization, 
and give it a numerical start it could not otherwise 
attain. 

Parties in the trade here have madea careful 
estimate of the visible supply of wheat for last 
Saturday, and place it at about 8,010,000 bu. 
This isa decrease of some 630,000 bu during last 


week. 

Parties in the flour trade estimated that tlie total 
stocks in this city are reduced to about 35, 000 bris; 
of which not more than 10,000 bris are in the 
hands of the wholesale trade. This 1s sufficient to 
account for the fact of very light offerings. 

The leading produce markets were active yes- 
terday, and generally stronger, though very irregu- 
lar, prices varying up and down rapidly. British 
consols were quoted lower, and there were reports 
to the effect that war has been actually declared 
between Turkey and Russia. The news caused re- 
newed excitement here, though the European mar- 
kets, and those in New York, were not called act- 
ive, and though our markets had previously felt 
the full force of the speculative fever. There was 
not apparently very much new purchasing indulged 
in, the majority hesitating about investing at car- 
rent quotations; but the aspect of affairs was suffi- 
ciently threatening to induce many to cover con- 
tracts previously made, and a good deal was done 
in the scalping line,—buying and selling on the 
short up and down turns in the market.
